New Y'ork, Ju ly IT.—A nother trollay 
strike is ou iu B nxiklyn. 
F or some 
>veeks past the em ployes of th e several 
lines controlled by th e Brooklyn R apid 
Transit com pany have been com plain­ 
ing that the m anagem ent did not live 
up to rbe ten-hour law . 
T he m en de 
luand a revision of th e tim e tables a t 
the different barns and also claim th a t 
they should be paid 20 cents an hour for 
overtime, w hich is eq uivalent to |2 a 
day. the price w hich th ey set for a w ork­ 
ing day of ten hours. 
A strike finally 
went into effect. 
The Sm ith .street, F ra nk lin avenue 
and Hamiltou ferry lines, w hich are 
controlled by the Coney Island R ail­ 
road company, having m aintained the 
regular 
term s w ith th e ir em ployes, 
were not im peded in th e least, b u t ou 
all other 
roads 
transportation 
w as 
stopped for aw hile and a good deal of i 
cougestiou occurred in conseq uence. 
About 1.<KK) i>olicemen from th e pre- 
ciu' ts in M uuliattan and the Bronx 
districts had been conveyed to th e d if­ 
ferent barns and m any w ere placed 
along the several routes com prising the 
b'rritory covered by th e Brooklyn T rac­ 
tion company. 
At lir>t there w ere very few cars ru n 
over these liiie.s, and those th a t w ere 
gent out from 
the d ifferent, b am s w ere 
}K)liced by two, three and four cou- 
(Jn the P utiiam avenue liue 
oulv a few men refused to w ork, and it 
was notable th a t scarcely a half dozen 
of the cars on this division w ere policed. 
The Flat bush and B ergen B(‘aeh cars, 
the Nostrand avenue, G ates, R alph and 
Myrtle avenue cars, as w ell as the T hird 
aveiiUF rrolh'vs, had a m eager service 
ill the early hours of the day, but traffic 
ÜÜ the old 
N assau lines, w hicji coin- 
prbe tlie F ilth, Seventh, f'ark and 
Vauilerbilt avenues aud Douglass aud 
BiitJer Streets roads, w as practically at 
a staiidsiill. 
The m en on the N assau 
were m ost determ ined aud not one 
of the luotormen or conductors w eu t to 
work. 
1 he cars ivmaiued idle for several 
hours, bur about 
one-teiith of the roll­ 
ing stock was got to w orkiug by inspec­ 
tors and linemen, and, iu fact, oilers 
and helpers were pressed into service so 
as to niaiutaiii a partial ru nning of the 
system.

W ashixgtov 
, July' 17 .—A new treaty 
betw een the U nited States and Japan 
w eut into effect today; also new tre a t­ 
ies betw een Japan and nearly all of th© 
countries of Eui'ope aud some of the 
South A m erican republics. 
Mr. Ju ta ro K om ura, the present J a p ­ 
anese m inister iu W ashington, w as seen 
at the Japanese legation, and gave an 
interesting outline of the m ore im port­ 
an t features of th is arrangem ent. 
He 
said iu part: 
“ The 17 th of Ju ly m arks the tu rning 
point iu the diplom atic history not only 
of Japan, but of th e O riental countries 
iu genei-al. 
It w ill be the first instance 
m w hich the w'estern iKiwers have rec­ 
ognized the full sovereignty of an O ri­ 
ental state. 
“ The countries w ith w hich Japan has 
m ade 
new 
treaties are the U nited 
States, G reat B ritain, G erm any, France, 
Russia, A ustria, Italy. Spain, Portugal, 
Belgium , H olland, D enm ark, Sweden 
and N orw ay, Sw itzerland and Peru. 
All of these 
into effect tom orrow 
(M ouday) except those of EVaiice and 
A ustria, w'hicli are deferred uu til Aug. 
4. 
W ith m ost of these countries Japan 
hud treaty relations before, but they ! 
were crude and unsatisfactory. 
“ To understand the change it is iw- 
cessary to look at the system under the 
old treaties. 
T his w as e.ssentially based 
ou tw o principles: 
F’Hrst, th a t foreign 
residents in .Japan shall ivnjoy the privi­ 
leges of extra-teiTitoriality, th at is, they 
sliould be am enable to the laws aud jur- 
i.sdictiou ot the consul of their owu 
country and not to Japanese jurisdic­ 
tion; aud, ^econd, th a t foreign residents 
in Japan sliall be confined to certain 
open ports, outside of w hich foreigners 
could not reside, ow u property or en­ 
gage iu trade. 
The result w as in eff ect 
about 15 or 1(5 system s of courts iu J a ­ 
pan for the purjKise of trying foreigners 
w ho com m it offenses in Japan. 
F u r­ 
therm ore, most of tlie powers claim ed 
th a t Japanese law s w ere not binding 
upon foreigners. F or instance, take our 
q uarantine law. 
W hile it protected us 
against our ow u people, yet there was 
no protection iu the case of au^infected 
foreign ship. Tlie only’ exception to this 
refusal to recognize Japanese law was 
the U nited States, w hich recognized 
from the first the binding force of the 
Japanese law . 
“ One of the bad effects of this sys­ 
tem was th a t foreign residents had en­ 
tire im m unity from 
taxation. 
The 
Ja{)auese paid all the taxes. 
All this 
has now disappeared and foreigners 
have the .same privileges as well as the ! 
sam e obligations as the Japanese citi 
zeus, no m ore and no less. 
“ The second essential th ing is the 
opening of the entire interior of Japan 
to foreign resi<lents and tra d e .”

New York, July 17.—Another trolley 
strike is ou in Brooklyn. 
For some 
weeks past the employes of the several 
lines controlled by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit company have been complain­ 
ing that the management did not live 
up to the teu-hour law. The men de 
maud a revision of the tim e tables at 
the different barns and also claim that 
they should be paid 20 cents an hour for 
overtime, which is equivalent to #2 a 
day, the price which they set for a work­ 
ing day of ten hours. 
A strike finally 
went into effect. 
The Smith street, Franklin avenue 
and Hamilton ferry lines, which are 
controlled by the Coney Island Rail­ 
road company, having maintained the 
regular 
terms with their employes, 
were not impeded in the least, but on 
all other roads 
transportation 
was 
stopped for awhile and a good deal of 
congestion occurred in consequence. 
About 1,000 i>olicemen from the pre­ 
cincts in Manhattan aud the Bronx 
districts had been conveyed to the dif­ 
ferent barns aud many were placed 
along the several routes comprising the 
territory covered by the Brooklyn Trac­ 
tion company. 
At lirst there were very few cars run 
over these lines, and those that were 
sent out from the different, barns were 
policed by two, three and four con­ 
stables. On the Putnam avenue line 
oulv a few men refused to work, aud it 
was notable that scarcely a half dozen 
of the carson this division were policed. 
The Elat bush and Bergen Beach cars, 
the Nest rand avenue, Gates, Ralph and 
Myrtle avenue cars, as well as the Third 
avenue trolleys, had a meager service 
in the early hours of the day, but traffic 
on the old Nassau lines, which com­ 
prise the Fifth, Seventh, t'ark and 
Vanderbilt avenues and Douglass aud 
Butler streets roads, was practically at 
a standstill. The men on the Nassau 
road were most determined aud not one 
of thn motormen or conductors went to 
work. 
I lie cars remained idle for several 
hours, but about one-tenth of the roll­ 
ing stock was got to working by inspec­ 
tors and linemen, and, in fact, oilers 
and helpers were pressed into service so 
as to maintain a partial running of the 
system. Many of the old conductors 
aud motormen reported for duty on the 
Gat* s. Ralph, Broadway, Myrtle ave­ 
nue, L lushing aud Third avenue roads, 
aim President Rossiter said that shortly 
over r>o per cent of the old hands were 
at work on these lines.

W a s h in g to n , July 17.—A new treaty 
between the United States and Japan 
went into effect today; also new treat­ 
ies between Japan aud nearly all of the 
countries of Europe aud some of the 
South American republics. 
Mr. Jutaro Komura, the present Jap­ 
anese minister in Washington, was seen 
at the Japanese legation, and gave an 
interesting outline of the more import­ 
ant features of this arrangement. He 
said in part: 
“ The 17th of July marks the turning 
point in the diplomatic history not only 
of Japan, but of the Oriental countries 
in general. It will be the first instance 
in which the western powers have rec­ 
ognized the full sovereignty of an Ori­ 
ental state. 
“ The countries with which Japan has 
made 
new treaties are the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Russia, Austria, Italy. Spaiu, Portugal, 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Sweden 
and Norway, Switzerland and Peru. 
All of these 
into effect tomorrow 
(Monday) except those of France and 
Austria, which are deferred until Aug. 
4. W ith most of these countries Japan 
had treaty relations before, but they 
were crude and unsatisfactory. 
“ To understand the change it is ne­ 
cessary to look at the system under the 
old treaties. This was essentially based 
on two principles: First, that foreign 
residents in Japan shall enjoy the privi­ 
leges of extra-territoriality, that is, they 
should be amenable to the laws aud jur­ 
isdiction ot the consul of their own 
country and not to Japanese jurisdic­ 
tion; aud, second, that foreign residents 
in Japan shall be confined to certain 
open ports, outside of which foreigners 
could not reside, own property or en­ 
gage in trade. 
The result was in effect 
about 15 or IO systems of courts in Ja­ 
pan for the purpose of trying foreigners 
who commit offenses in Japan. 
Fur­ 
thermore, most of the powers claimed 
that Japanese laws were not binding 
upon foreigners. For instance, take our 
quarantine law. 
While it protected us 
against our own people, yet there was 
no protection in the case of uninfected 
foreign ship. The only exception to this 
refusal to recognize Japanese law was 
the United States, which recognized 
from the first the binding force of the 
Japanese law. 
“ One of the bad effects of this sys­ 
tem was that foreign residents had en­ 
tire immunity from 
taxation. 
The 
Japanese paid all the taxes. 
All this 
has now disappeared aud foreigners 
have the same privileges as well as the 
same obligations as the Japanese citi­ 
zens, no more and no less. 
“ The second essential thing is the 
opening of the entire interior of Japan 
to foreign residents aud trade.” 


QUESTIONS ABOUT TRUSTS.

C h ic a g o , July 17.—The general com­ 
mittee on arrangements for the confer­ 
ence on combinations and trusts, called 
by the Civic Federation of Chicago, 
mailed circular letters to 450 trusts aud 
combinations throughout the country 
asking 26 questions, such as the num­ 
ber of organizations included in the 
consolidation, the number yet outside, 
total original capital of the various con­ 
cerns now merged, aud the present capi­ 
tal employed by the combination, aud 
the effect on prices of products, the ef­ 
fect on labor as to displacement and 
rate of wages. 
Of the labor unions in the various 
crafts employed in these combinations 
questions are asked as to the effect on 
wages, hours of work aud the number 
thrown out of employment by the or­ 
ganization of the trusts. 
Questions were addressed to the 500 
national and local traveling m en’s or­ 
ganizations and to wholesalers.

Mr. Jutaro Kouiura, the present Jap ­ 
anese m inister in W ashington, was seen 
at the Japanese legation, and gave ail 
interesting outline of the more im port­ 
ant features of this arrangem ent.

“ The 17th of July m arks the turning 
point in the diplomatic history not only 
of Japan, but of the Oriental countries 
in general. 
It will be the first instance 
in which the western powers have rec­ 
ognized the full sovereignty of an Ori­ 
ental state. 
“ The countries w ith which Japan has 
made 
new 
treaties are the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Russia, Austria, Italy. Spaiu, Portugal, 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Sweden 
and Norway, Switzerland and Peru. 
All of these Oo into effect tomorrow 
(Monday) except those of France and 
Austria, which are deferred until Aug. 
4. 
W ith most of these countries Japan 
had treaty relations before, but they 
were crude and unsatisfactory. 
“ To understand the change it is ne­ 
cessary to look at the system under the 
old treaties. 
This was essentially based 
on two principles: 
First, that foreign 
residents in Japan shall enjoy the privi­ 
leges of extra-territoriality, that is, they 
should be amenable to the laws aud ju r­ 
isdiction ot the consul of their owu 
country and not to Japanese jurisdic­ 
tion; aud, second, th at foreign residents 
in Japan shall be confined to certain 
open ports, outside of which foreigners 
could not reside, own property or en­ 
gage in trade. 
The result was iii effect 
about lo or 1(5 systems of courts iii .Ja­ 
pan for the purpose of trying foreigners 
who commit offenses in Japan. 
F u r­ 
thermore, most of the powers claimed 
that Japanese laws were not binding 
upon foreigners. For instance, take our 
quarantine law. 
W hile it protected us 
against our own people, yet there was 
no protection in the case of uninfected 
foreign ship. The only exception to this 
refusal to recognize Japanese law was 
the United States, which recognized 
from the first the binding force of the 
Japanese law. 
“ One of the bad effects of this sys­ 
tem was th at foreign residents had en­ 
tire im m unity from 
taxation.

Japanese paid all the taxes. 
All this 
has now disappeared and foreigners 
have the same privileges as well as the 
same obligations as the Japanese citi 
zeus, no more and no less.

Dr. Charles Sedgwick iMinot of Bos­ 
ton, a leading professor in the Harvard 
Medical school, delivered the annual 
address to the Yale Medical school 
seniors the other afternoon, says the 
New York San. 
His 
subject was 
“ Knowledge and Practice.” 
In the 
course of his address be said 
“ We are brought to the conclusion 
that though the primary function of 
our medical schools is to educate prac­ 
titioners of medicine, yet they ought 
to assume now the further and higher 
function of training medical investiga­ 
tors. The requirements of comparative 
medicine call for more changes than 
we have yet mentioned. The very word 
comparative implies that animals shall 
be included in the range of study. 
It 
means that not only shall Revision be 
made for investigating the structure of 
animals and for physiological experi­ 
ments, but also for the observation and 
treatment of sick animals, or, in other 
words, there ought to he a veterinary 
hospital in intimate association with 
the school of human medicine. Such a 
Hospital would increase the range of 
experience and contribute a broadening 
impulse to all medical work. 
It is, I 
believe, quite a new project to consoli­ 
date the interests of veterinary and 
human medicine, hut it is by the initia­ 
tive of President Eliot under actual 
consideration at Harvard and will, if 
carried out, he an epoch making ad­ 
vance. 
“Since we are all agreed that pre­ 
vention is a rapidly increasing part of 
medical practice, and since many dis­ 
eases. like tuberculosis, typhoid fever 
or the bubonic plague, are spread by 
animals, it follows that we must look 
upon the study of diseases of animals 
as an integral and indispensable por­ 
tion of preventive medicine.

could hardly catch, but the look on her 
face was exceedingly benevolent and 
gracious, and she seemed to enjoy our 
greetings. 
“ Afterward tea was served in St. 
George’s hall, the long tables beiug 
loaded with strawberries, cakes and 
other dainties. 
One of the gentlemen 
in waiting told me that when the 
queen consented to receive the dele­ 
gates she said: 
“ ‘I must have tea for these ladies.’ 
“ ‘But, your majesty,’ said her sec­ 
retary, ‘there are nearly 200 of them.' 
“ ‘No m atter how many, lf they take 
the trouble to call, they must have 
tea.’ answered the queen. 
“ All who were privileged to be pres­ 
ent felt that the occasion was a great 
recognition by the queen of the efforts 
of the congress. 
These are to find by 
mutual comparison and discussion the 
best methods of helping the world into 
better conditions. 
It also showed that 
she appreciates the advancement being 
made by the women of all nations. 
“The queen has been all these years 
on the English throne, and her wise 
and beneficent reign has been the 
strongest object lesson to the women 
of the United States, where every man 
is a sovereign and every woman should 
be. 
During her reign Queen Victoria 
has seen a great revolution, not only in 
the world of economics, through ma­ 
chinery. steam and electricity, but also 
in the status of women. 
From having 
no place in the world except in domes­ 
tic life, today women are recognized, 
•specially in the Anglish speaking na­ 
tions, as the peers of men in the indus­ 
tries, professions, arts and sciences. In 
very many countries they possess the 
franchise to a greater or less extent. I 
earnestly hope that Victoria will live 
to see the women of all lier colonies 
and of the United States fully enfran­ 
chised. clothed with all the rights, 
privileges and immunities which men 
enjoy.” 
Being asked for her opinion of the 
women’s congress, Miss Anthony said: 
“It is the greatest thing for women 
that ever happened. I haven't yet had 
time to arrange my thoughts. 
Just 
now it seems an endless whirl both 
day and night. We had all civilized 
countries represented, and their wom­ 
en will go back full of new* ideas aud 
knowledge of what the women of other 
countries are doing. 
“To show how' rapidly they are or­ 
ganizing, tile delegates from Norway 
reported that 29 organizations of wom­ 
en met and elected them to come to 
London. 
The effects of this meeting 
will be felt round the world. Ten na 
tlonal councils were represented, and 


MEDICINE’S NEW FIELD. 


Dr. 
M inot 
W ould 
J o in 
V e te r in a r y 
ll wHpi in I* to M ed ica l S ch o o ls. 
Dr. Charles Sedgwick Minot of Bos­ 
ton, a leading professor in the Harvard 
Medical school, delivered the annual 
address to the Yale Medical school 
seniors the other afternoon, says the 
New 
York San. 
His 
subject was 
“ Knowledge and Practice.'* 
In 
the 
course of his address he said 
“ We are brought to the conclusion 
that though the primary function of 
our medical schools is to educate prac­ 
titioners of medicine, yet they ought 
to assume now the further and higher 
function of training medical investiga­ 
tors. 
The requirements of comparative 
medicine call for more changes than 
we have yet mentioned. The very word 
comparative implies that animals shall 
be included in th etange of study. 
It 
means that not only shall {Avision be 
made for investigating the structure of 
animals and for physiological experi­ 
ments, but also for the observation and 
treatment of sick animals, or, in other 
words, there ought to be a veterinary 
hospital in intimate association with 
the school of human medicine. 
Such a 
Hospital would increase the range of 
experience and contribute a broadening 
impulse to all medical work, 
it is, I 
believe, quite a new project to consoli­ 
date the interests of veterinary and 
human medicine, but it is by the initia­ 
tive of President Eliot under actual 
consideration at Harvard and will, if 
carried out, be an epoch making ad­ 
vance. 
“ Since we are all agreed that pre­ 
vention is a rapidly increasing part of 
medical practice, and since many dis­ 
eases. like tuberculosis, typhoid fever 
or the bubonic plague, are spread by 
animals, it follows that we must look 
upon the study of diseases of animals 
as an integral and indispensable por­ 
tion of preventive medicine. A hospital 
is as necessary for the observation and 
treatment of sick ainmals as of sick 
men 
Most of us, I am sure, anticipate 
in the near future a magnificent de­ 
velopment of preventive medicine. One 
of the best means to promote the ful­ 
fillment cf these anticipations is to 
bring the veterinary hospital into close 
and intimate union w’ith the medical 
school 
In conclusion he said 
“ This is not 
the time to enter into a discussion of 
the assumed antagonism between prac­ 
tical science and Christian faith 
Each 
year brings the two into closer and 
more helpful relations and increases 
their mutual understanding. 
The dig­ 
nified agnosticism of Huxley and the 
lofty spiritualism of Brooks meet in the 
common conviction that the growth 
and development of man into a higher 
and better physical and spiritual life is 
alone what makes existence worthy.”

During the heavy fighting around 
San Pedro Macati Admiral Dewey and 
General Otis, accompanied by a party 
of women, steamed up the Pasig river 
in the general’s launch. 
The women 
were impelled to take the hazardous 
trip because of the flavor of danger. 
and, besides, they wished to view the 
battlefields over which our brave fel­ 
lows had fought. 
The admiral and the general were on 
an official visit to General King. 
As 
the party stepped off the boat on the 
landing and sauntered, to the head­ 
quarters building, where they were 
met by General King, they passed a fly 
tortured specimen of that miserable 
quadruped 
known as 
the 
Filipino 
horse. 
Just at this moment the pony, 
who is no respecter of persons, was seen 
to lower his ears, and before a warning 
cry could be given he raised his heels 
and sent them flying in the direction of 
one of the women of the party. 
Quick 
as a flash the admiral sprang between 
the pony aud the lady and received the 
full force of the flying hoofs, says the 
New York Journal. 
A cheer and a laugh, which the sol­ 
diers could not suppress, as gracefully 
as the circumstances permitted, were 
acknowledged by Dewey, who really 
saved a woman from serious injury, 
albeit the manner was rather ludicrous.

o f the cunning miner. 
They may be 
rich; they m ay be poor. 
Only scientific 
study and explo ratio n can tell. 
The principal g o ld yielding reg io n o f 
Luzo n is the district o f Mambulao . The 
m etal has been fo und also In Minda­ 
nao, Mindoro, Panay, Cebu and the 
sm aller islands o f Samar, 
Catandu- 
anes, SIbuyan. Bo ho l and Panao n. One 
o f the larg er Islands, Mindoro, g ains its 
nam e fro m its g o ld depo sits, it sig n ify­ 
ing “ mina de o ra” (g old mine). 
The 
natives speak o f places in its interior 
w hich are rich in g old. 
The sam e is 
the case with the interio r o f the larg e 
Island o f Mindanao , where g o ld is so 
plentiful 
that 
the 
natives 
carry

abo ut in bag s fo r use in their o rdinary 
buying and selling . 
H ere are the Mi- 
sam is placers, the richest In the archi­ 
pelag o , their yield to the native miners 
being abo ut lêO o unces a mo nth. 
Rich 
quartz veins are said to be kno w n in 
this Island, and there is o ne such vein 
In the sm all Island o f Panao n, lying 
no rth o f Mindanao . 
But hitherto g old 
has been mined principally in placer 
beds, and these no t very rich as co m ­ 
pared witii tho se o f Califo rnia. 
Per­ 
so nally I kno w little abo ut these g old 
g ravels, as I have seim o nly so m e o f 
their results.

Hay moil Reyes Lala, w riting in The 
Review of Reviews about the gold 
found iii the Philippine*, says: 
Up to the present time most of the 
gold has been found in the easily acces­ 
sible districts near the coasts, though 
the natives of the Interior of Luzon, a 
region but little explored, traffic in the 
precious metal, which they evidently 
obtain 
from 
some 
of 
the 
inland 
streams. 
As yet placer deposits arc 
the chief source of the metal, which 
has been worn by the rains from the 
mountain ranges and borne down by 
rivulets and creeks to their lower chan­ 
nels. In certain regions there Is not a 
stream, large or small, whose sands do 
not show the yellow trace of gold, 
while now and then natives of the in­ 
terior offer heavy nuggets for sale. 
The gold thus buried iu the river sands 
and 
gravels 
undoubtedly 
had 
its 
source in the mountain ranges, whose 
Quartz veins aw ait the hand and eye 
of the cunning miner. 
They may be 
rich; they may be poor. Only scientific 
study and exploration can tell. 
The principal gold yielding region of 
Luzon is the district of Mambulao. The 
metal has been found also In Mtnda 
nao, Mindoro. Panay, Cebu and the 
smaller islands of Samar, Catandu- 
anes, Sibuyan, Bohol and Panaon. One 
of the larger islands, Mindoro, gains Its 
name from its gold deposits, it signify­ 
ing “mina de ora” (gold mine). 
The 
natives speak of places in its interior 
which are rich in gold. 
The same is 
the case with the interior of the large 
Island of Mindanao, where gold Is so 
plentiful that the natives carry 
about In bags for use in their ordinary 
buying and selling. 
Here are the Mi 
sam is placers, the richest In the arch! 
pelago, their yield to the native miners 
being about ir>0 ounces a month. Rich 
quartz veins are said to be know’n 
this island, and there is one such vein 
in the small Island of Panaon, lying 
north of Mindanao. But hitherto gold 
has been mined principally in placer 
beds, and those not very rich as com­ 
pared with ti lose of California. 
Per­ 
sonally I kuow little about these gold 
gravels, as I have seen only some of 
their results. They are so widely dis­ 
tributed and are worked In so desulto­ 
ry a maimer that their actual richness 
is largely a m atter of guesswork. 
As 
regards tile mother veins, I have made 
no search for them, and I am quite 
sure that tile Spaniards have not trou­ 
bled themselves in this direction. They 
rest in virgin wealth, welting In their 
pristine state the coming of the Ameri­ 
c a n mining prospector. 
In tjuth, at present only the edges of 
the gold districts have, as a rule, been 
worked. 
Tile absence of roads lins 
proved an obstacle to the exploration 
of the interior insuperable to the easy 
going Spaniard. 
Tile natives make 
their way through the dense forests, 
cutting a path as they go, but these are 
tracks suited only to tile naked feet of 
the savage forester. 
Mining outfits 
and machinery require roads of a dif­ 
ferent kind. 
Bridges will need to be 
built, highways constructed and rail 
roads laid Im*fore these islands can be 
properly exploited, and ail this means 
time, capital, energy aud enterprise 
Shall I say something now' about 
how' the native miuing is done? The 
Filipino uses tw'o tools only—a wooden 
bowl and a washing board. These are 
of great antiquity aud form part of the 
household furniture of every dwelling 
in the mining districts. In gold getting 
they are crude and w’asteful in tile 
highest degree. All the float gold is lost 
and only rich deposits can be worked 
with any profit. The process of amal­ 
gamation. indispensable in American 
mining, is quite unknown in the Philip­ 
pines. Only that the streams are often 
rieli in gold, such milling as tills w’ould 
yield no returns. 
But so abundant is 
the precious uudal in some localities 
that after heavy rains grains of it may 
be picked up in village streets. 
I do not wish to convey the idea that 
the natives are quite ignorant of the 
process of quartz mining. 
They do 
work some of the richer veins in a 
crude fashion, breaking the rocks with 
hammers or grinding 
them 
under 
heavy stone rollers, turned by buf­ 
faloes. 
The crushed rock is then 
washed iu their usual primitive man­ 
ner. 
They lack explosives, and no 
blasting is done. 
They possess no 
quicksilver aud know nothing of the 
a rt of amalgamation. 
The idea of 
pumping out the shafts has not pene­ 
trated their minds, and the water is 
bailed out with small buckets made of 
palm leaf, aud holding about two gal 
Ions. 
These are passed by lines of 
workmen from baud to hand. 
This, 
the time honored method, is quite sat 
lsfactory to them, though It would tie 
intolerably tedious to a miner of Anglo 
Saxon blood. 
Aud even this crude 
method of working is not pursued with 
system atic diligence. The Filipino has

Simon Lake’s submarine boat, the 
Argonaut, was launched at Robbins’ 
yard. Erie Basin. Brooklyn, the other 
day. 
It did not glide from the ways, 
but was lifted up and lowered into the 
water by the floating derrick Monarch. 
The Argonaut is owned by the Subma­ 
rine Boat company and will lie used in 
the work of examining and recovering 
valuables from sunken vessels. 
She 
was originally 2 0 feet long, but she was 
lengthened so as to lie OO feet. She is 
fitted with three rollers, one on tile 
starboard side. another on the port side 
aud another beneath her screw. 
It is 
expected that witli tile aid of tile roll­ 
ers the boat will be able to move on 
the ocean’s bottom. 
The boat weighs 70 tons without her 
machinery, lias engines of OO horse- 
pow'er, a suction hose pump connecting 
with a floating tank to supply her with 
air while beneath the water, sleeping 
berths for eight persons, electric lights. 
a pumping apparatus for removing 800 
gallons of bilge a minute and a 4,000 
caudle power searchlight. 
She is run 
by electricity. There are five com part­ 
ments. 
In the bow is a door to allow the 
diver to leave the boat while she is 
submerged. 
By tile use of hydraulic 
air pressure this door can be left open 
while the divers are going from one 
compartment to another, as the air 
pressure prevents the w'ater from rush 
ing in. The boat in making a descent 
will not dive, but will go down with 
her keel parallel with the surface of 
the water, says the New York Tribune. 
The new' Argonaut will soon start on 
her maiden trip. 
lier compressed air 
tanks when filled will contain a supply 
of air sufficient to last 48 hours. Cap 
tain Lake and ids crew made several 
long voyages in the old Argonaut, trav­ 
eling under w’ater from Baltimore to 
Fortress Monroe and from Baltimore 
to Sandy Hook. During these voyages 
he and a crew of five ate and slept 
aboard, while (lie boat was on the sea 
bottom, with perfect comfort and safe­ 
ty.

Review of Reviews about the gold 
found iii tlip Philippines, says: 
Up to the present time most of the 
gold has been found In the easily a coes 
Bible districts near the coasts, though 
the natives of the Interior of Luzon, a 
region but little explored, traffic in the 
precious metal, which they evidently 
obtain 
from 
some 
of 
the 
inland 
streams. 
As yet placer deposits are 
the chief source of the metal, which 
has been worn by the talus from the 
mountain ranges and borne down by 
rivulets and creeks to their lower chan­ 
nels. 
In certain regions there is not a 
stream, large or small, whose sands do 
not show the yellow trace of gold, 
while now and then natives of the In­ 
terior offer heavy nuggets for sale. 
The gold thus burled In the river sands 
and 
gravels 
undoubtedly 
had 
Its 
source in the mountain ranges, whose 
quartz veins awalt the hand and oj’o 
of the cunning miner. 
They may be 
rich; they may be poor. Only scientific 
study and exploration can tell. 
The principal gold yielding region of 
Luzon is the district of Mambulao. The 
metal hfts been found also in Minda­ 
nao, Mindoro, Panay, Cebu and the 
smaller islands of Samar, Catandli­ 
anes, Sibuyan. Bohol and Panaon. One 
of the larger islands, Mindoro, gains its 
name from its gold deposits, it signify­ 
ing “mina de ora” (gold mine). 
The 
natives speak of places in its interior 
which are rich in gold. 
The same is 
the case with the interior of the large 
island of Mindanao, where gold is so 
plentiful that the natives carry it 
about in bags for use in their ordinary 
buying and .selling. 
Here are the Mi- 
samis placers, tile richest in the archi­ 
pelago, their yield to the native miners 
being about 150 ounces a month. Rich 
quartz veins are said to be known in 
this island, and there is one such vein 
in the small island of Panaon, lying 
north of Mindanao. 
But hitherto gold 
has been mined principally in placer 
beds, aud these not very rich as com­ 
pared with those of California. 
Per­ 
sonally I know little about these gold 
gravels, as I have seen only some of 
their results. 
They are so widely dis 
tributed aud are worked in so desulto­ 
ry a manner that their actual richness 
is largely a matter of guesswork. 
As 
regards the mother veins, I have made 
no search for them, and I am quite 
sure that the Spaniards have not trou­ 
bled themselves in this direction. They 
rest In virgin wealth, waiting in their 
pristine state the coming of the Ameri­ 
can mining prospector. 
In tj-uth. at present only the edges of 
the gold districts have, as a rule, been 
worked. 
Tin* absence of roads lets 
proved an obstacle to the exploration 
of the Interior insuperable to the easy 
going Spaniard. 
The natives make 
their way through the dense forests, 
cutting a path ns they go, but these are 
trucks suited only to the naked feet of 
the savage forester. 
Mining outfits 
and machinery require roads of a dif­ 
ferent kind. 
Bridges WMH need to be 
built, highways constructed and rail­ 
roads laid before these islands eau he 
properly exploited, and all this means 
time, capital, energy aud enterprise. 
Shall I say something now' about 
how the native miulng Is done? The 
Filipino uses tw'o tools only—a wooden 
bow l aud a washing hoard. These are 
of great antiquity aud form part of the 
household furniture of every dwelling 
in the mining districts. In gold getting 
they are crude and wasteful in the 
highest degree. All the float gold is lost, 
and only rich deposits can be worked 
with any profit. The process of amal­ 
gamation. indispensable in American 
mining, is quite unknown in the Philip­ 
pines. Only that the streams are often 
rich in gold, such mining as this would 
yield no returns. 
But so abundant is 
the precious metal in some localities 
that after heavy rains grains of it may 
be picked up in village streets. 
I do not wish to convey the Idea that 
the natives are quite ignorant of the 
process of quartz mining. 
They do 
work some of Hie richer veins in a 
crude fashion, breaking the rocks with 
hammers 
or grinding 
them 
under 
heavy stone rollers, turned by buf­ 
faloes. 
The crushed rock is then 
washed in their usual primitive man 
ner. 
They lack explosives, and no 
blasting is done. 
They possess no 
quicksilver aud know nothing of the 
art of amalgamation. 
The idea of 
pumping out tile shafts has not pene­ 
trated their minds, and tile water is 
bailed out with small buckets made of 
palm leaf, and holding about two gal­ 
lons. 
These are passed by Hues of 
workmen from hand to hand. 
This, 
the time honored method, is quite sat­ 
isfactory to them, though it would be 
intolerably tedious to a miner of Anglo- 
Saxon blood. 
Aud even this crude 
method of working is not pursued with 
systematic diligence. The Filipino has 


no fancy for steady moor, 
lie v’oru* 
in the mines in the intervals of his la 
hor in the fields, when he happens to 
need a few dollars to gamble away in 
the cockpit. As for laying tip treasure 
for the future, the idea is unknown to 
him 
There lies the gold: there it Ii.mv 
always been and always will be. Why 
need he trouble himself to gather more 
than the hour calls for? 
He can a1 
ways turn Ids hands to It when other 
resources fail. 
Vet even with this in­ 
dolent and wasteful way of working. 
thousands of ounces of the proc ors 
metal have been gained.

NEW ARG^.xAUT LAUNCHED. 


To Ile I me ii In ti t c o v e r i iii* V a lu a b le * 
F ro m S in .k e n \ c«,i<*l». 
Simon Lake’s submarine boat, the 
Argonaut, was launched ut Robbins’ 
yard, Urie Basin. Brooklyn, the other 
day. 
It did not glide from the ways, 
hut was lifted up and lowered into tile 
water by the floating derrick Monarch. 
The Argonaut is owned by the Subma­ 
rine Boat company and will be used In 
the work of examining and recovering 
valuables from sunken vessels. 
She 
was originally Jo feet long, but she was 
lengthened so as to be tnt feet. 
She is 
fitted wit Ii three rollers, one on the 
starboard side, another on the port side 
ami another beneath her screw. 
It is 
expected that with the aid of the roll­ 
ers the boat will be able to move on 
the ocean’s bottom. 
The boat weighs 70 tons without her 
machinery, has engines of GO horse­ 
power, a suction hose pump connecting 
wMth a floating tank to supply her with 
air while beneath the water, sleeping 
berths for eight persons, electric lights. 
a pumping apparatus for removing SOO 
gallons of bilge a minute and a 4,000 
caudle power searchlight. 
She is run 
by electricity. There are five compart­ 
ments. 
In the how is a door to allow the 
diver to leave the boat while she is 
submerged. 
By the use of hydraulic 
air pressure this door can be left open 
while the divers are going from one 
compartment to another, as the air 
pressure prevents the water from rush 
ing In. The boat In making a descent 
WMH not dive, but will go dowrn with 
her keel parallel with the surface of 
the w'ater, says the New York Tribune. 
The new’ Argonaut w ill soon start on 
her maiden trip. 
Her compressed air 
tanks when filled w ill contain a supply 
of air sufficient to last 48 hours. Cap 
tain Lake and his crew made several 
long voyages In the old Argonaut, trav­ 
eling under water from Baltimore to 
Fortress Monroe and from Baltimore 
to Sandy Hook. During these voyages 
he and a crew of five ate and slept 
aboard, while Hie boat was on the sea 
bottom, with perfect comfort and safe­ 
ty. 
As soon as the necessary fittings 
are put in the new Argonaut will go to 
work recovering treasure and valu­ 
ables from several wrecks along the 
coast. 
She will carry a crew of eight 
experienced Wreckers. A delegation of 
Spaniards from Cuba is In town seek­ 
ing her aid to recover small vessels and 
coin sunk in Cuban waters during the 
w’nr to avoid capture. 
They say that 
the Spaniards hid an Immense amount 
of treasure in this way, and promise a 
large reward if it can be recovered.

The arrest was made on 
the order of General Mercler, minister 
of %var, and Dreyfus w’as taken to the 
Cherche Midi military prison, -where 
for 15 days he was kept in Ignorance 
of the charge against him.

through them the pub lic w’as couvinced 
that Dreyfus was a traitor to France 
hefore ho knew of w’hat he was ac­ 
cused. 
The fact that Dreyfus was a 
Jew mldod Ititleriiess to the popular 
feeling. 
General Mercier announced 
that there was overwlielining evidence 
that i\*r three years the aceiise<l had 
h» »11 in eoniiiiunieation with tlie agents 
of a foreign pfiwer, says the New York 
Sun. 
Spies of the Froiieh secret Intelli­ 
gence d« *]» iirimeiit iiad l» een at w’ork in 
the Gerinan (unhas.sy in Paris, and in 
Septend» er. ls!>4. discovered the now 
fnnious lioi-dci-<>an on whieli the convic­ 
tion of iM'cyfns was apparently b ased. 
Count Munster was then the Gerinan 
einliassador and 
Lieutenant (,k>loriel 
von Schwarzkoppen was the military 
attache. 
Tlie b ordereau was found in 
fragments in Schwarzkopiien’s waste 
b asket. General Mercier turned it over 
to Major du Paty de Clain, who pieced 
It together and affirmed that the hand­ 
writing resemb led that of Dreyfus. The 
following is a reported translation of 
the document:

The arrest of other general staff offi­ 
cers in the conspiracy is expected. 
Captain Dreyfus is of an Alsatian 
family. 
He went to Paris in 1874 and 
studied at the Chaptal college and aft- 
erw’ard at Saufe Barb e. 
He was ad­ 
mitted to the Ecole i'olytechnitjue in 
1878 and on gra« luatlon !>eoame a sub ­ 
lieutenant. He then took up his special 
career as an artillerist at the Ecole 
d’Application. 
He was appointed sec­ 
ond lieutenant in the Thirty-first artil­ 
lery in 1882 and in 1880 was made cap­ 
tain.

Captain Alfred Dreyfus of the Four 
teenth artillery, then attached to the 
general staff, was arrested in Paris on 
Cot. 15, 1894. The arrest was made on 
the order of General Mercler, minister 
of war, and Dreyfus was taken to the 
Chere he Midi military prison, where 
for 15 days he was kept in Ignorance 
of the charge against him. Meanwhile 
the arrest 
had been made 
known 
through the anti-Semitic papers, and 
through them the public was convinced 
that Dreyfus was a traitor to France 
before he knew of w hat he was ae 
cused. 
The fact that Dreyfus was a 
Jew a d d e d bitterness to the popular 
feeling. 
General Mercier announced 
that there was overwhelming evidence 
that for three years the accused had 
been in communication with the agents 
of a foreign power, says the New York 
Sun. 
Spies of the French secret intelll- 
genee departm ent had been at work in 
the German embassy in Paris, and in 
September, I SPC discovered the now 
famous bordereau on which the convic­ 
tion of D reyfus was apparently based. 
Count Munster was then the German 
embassador and Lieutenant Colonel 
von Schwarzkoppen was the military 
attache. The bordereau was found in 
fragments in Schwarzkoppen’s waste 
basket. General Mercier turned it over 
to Major du Paty de Clam, who pieced 
It together aud affirmed that the hand­ 
writing resembled that of Dreyfus. The 
following is a reported translation of 
the document: 
“In the absence of any news Indicat­ 
ing your desire to see me, I neverthe­ 
less send you, sir, certain information 
of interest. 
“I. A note on the hydraulic brake of 
120 (method of operating this piece).

He was ordered to 
demand an investigation and did so. 
Colonel Picquart was recalled from 
Tripoli to testify. 
The court martial 
was a farce or worse. The handwrit­ 
ing experts admitted their previous 
error in identifying the writing of the 
bordereau as that of Dreyfus, but it 
was suggested that he had traced the 
letters from specimens of Esterliazy’s 
writing. 
Picquart, instead of being a 
witness agaiust Esterhazy, was prac­ 
tically on trial himself, the whole pow­ 
er of the staff office being used to dis­ 
credit his testimony and shield Ester­ 
hazy. On Jan. ll, 1898, Esterhazy was 
acquitted. 
Later Picquart was dis­ 
missed from the army and then arrest­ 
ed on a charge of forging the petit bleu. 
He was accused of having sold himself 
to the Jews. 
He is now out of prison. 
Meantime the Zola episode occurred 
M. Zola, convinced of the innocence of 
Dreyfus, wrote an open letter denounc­ 
ing the staff office for its conspiracy 
and daring the government to prose­ 
cute him for libel. 
The government 
iccepted tile challenge, and he was 
twice tried and convicted. 
How farc­ 
ical the trials were is well remembered. 
In the new chamber of deputies of 
185)8 the Dreyfus case was again made 
prominent. 
M. Cavaignac was minis­ 
ter of war. 
To interpellations on the 
Dreyfus case he responded with a long 
speech in confirmation of the prisoner’s 
guilt. To the former evidence he add­ 
ed a new letter of the Sehwarzkoppen- 
Panizzardi series in which the name of 
Dreyfus appeared in full. 
This. he 
said, left no doubt of the prisoner’s 
guilt. He also read a statement of an 
alleged confession by Dreyfus to Cap­ 
tain Lebrun-Renaud, which has since 
been repudiated. This speech was post­ 
ed all over Paris. 
Colonel Picquart 
at once denounced the new Schwarz- 
koppen-Panizzardi letter as a forgery. 
Shortly after came the confession of 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry, who was 
then head of the secret intelligence de­ 
partment, that he had forged the let­ 
ter. 
His suicide soon followed. 
Be­ 
cause of this exposure M. Cavaignac 
resigned, as did General de Boisdeffre, 
chief of the geueral staff. 
Mine. Dreyfus at once demanded a 
revision of the case, and the govern­ 
ment referred it to the criminal branch 
of the court of cassation. Later It was 
transferred to the whole court, whose 
verdict has recently been rendered. 
The evidence was taken in secret, but 
it has been fully published by The 
Figaro, aud this publication has con­ 
vinced all but the most rabid anti- 
Semites of the innocence of Dreyfus. 
But for tile fact that Mine. Dreyfus’ 
appeal asked only for revision it is be­ 
lieved the court might have passed on 
the merits of tile case and declared 
Dreyfus Innocent without the neces­ 
sity of a new court martial. The latest 
development in the case preceding the 
verdict of the court was the arrest the 
other day of Du Paty de Clam, who Is 
now in the Cherche Midi prison, where 
he sent Dreyfus. 
The charge against 
him is understood to be the forgery of 
documents for use against Dreyfus. 
The arrest of other general staff offi­ 
cers in the conspiracy is expected. 
Captain Dreyfus is of an Alsatian 
family. He went to Paris in 1874 and 
studied at the Chaptal college and aft­ 
erward at Saute Barbe. 
He was ad­ 
mitted to the Ecole Polytechnique in 
1878 and on graduation became a sub­ 
lieutenant. He then took up his special 
career as an artillerist at the Ecole 
d’Application. 
He was appointed sec­ 
ond lieutenant in the Thirty-first artil­ 
lery in 1882 and in 1880 was made cap­ 
tain. 
In 1893 he was attached to the 
general staff, being the first Hebrew to

Several machines ha av oeen ordered 
with the request that three be furnished* 
at the earliest possible d a t e One of tic 
prime essentials of the advance of an 
army from its base is tile maintenance 
of telegraphic and telephone commnni 
cation. Except in a very densely wood­ 
ed or very hilly country the advance of 
an army creates a road over which an 
tomobiles loaded with telegraph and 
telephone material could keep pace with 
the moving columns and establish in­ 
stant c mimnnication with the base. It 
is also considered feasible that the sig­ 
nal corps could keep its automobiles 
well up with the skirmish line, and 
especially if the automobiles were equip­ 
ped with light, rapid fire guns. 
When light artillery, such as moun­ 
tain I pounders, are carried to the front 
on horseback, the pieces must be mount­ 
ed hastily before going into action 
Each automobile with a rapid fire gun 
could be put into action on the instant 
the skirmish line was attacked. 
It 
would have to take its chances like any 
other battery against the enemy’s auto­ 
mobile batteries 
The signal corps intends to test the 
automobile, carrying weight, over such 
roads as run from Washington to Fort 
Myer. Va. These roads present all man 
ner of grades, and will furnish tests b l i ­ 
the capabilities of the automobile on tic 
level and on high grades which are not 
considered impracticable. 
If the tests 
are iii favor of the machine, its use will 
be extended to Cuba, Porto Hico and to 
the scene of actual hostilities in the 
Philippines. 
It is pointed out that, although there 
are not many good roads at present in 
the Philippines, the army must begin 
soon to establish such communication 
between the variona garrisons and posts 
in the conquered territory.

EVILS OF ELECTROLYSIS. 


Professor Blake of Kansas Univer­ 
sity Makes Startling Discoveries, 
Professor Lucien I. Blake, an elec­ 
trical expert from the Kansas univer­ 
sity, who has been in Kansas City for 
several days investigating the damage 
done to water mains and gas pipes by 
electricity escaping from single circuit 
trolley lines through the motors into 
the rails and thence through the earthy 
to iron pipes, has made some startling 
discoveries.

could be lighted by simply attaching it 
to a fire hydrant. 
It was also learned that In the mid­ 
dle of the Missouri river, half a mile 
away from the trolley line, there was 
a slight voltage.

<> pieces, and the effects of the 
electricity were plainly visible. In the 
office of the water company a piece of 
thick iron pipe is exhibited. 
It has 
been so affected by electricity that it is 
possible to penetrate the metal with 
the blade of a penknife, says the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Professor Blake is making the inves­ 
tigation in the interest of science, but 
the National Board of Underwriters 
and the Metropolitan Street Railway 
company are aiding him, and will 
adopt any suggestion that is made. 
Nowhere in the United States has the 
effect of electrolysis been so visible, 
says Professor Blake, as in Kansas 
City, and, while other cities have been 
troubled with it more or less, it has 
not before been regarded as a serious 
menace.

The arrest w as m ade on 
the order of General MereJer, m inister 
of war, and Dreyfus w as taken to the 
Chert he Midi m ilitary prison, w here 
for 15 days he w as kept in ignorance 
of the charge against him. 
M eanw hile

ProfenBor Blake of K a m a * Univer­ 
sity Makes Startling Discoveries. 
Professor Lueieu I. Blake, an elec­ 
trical expert from the K ansas univer­ 
sity, who has been in K ansas City for 
several days investigating the dam age 
done to w ater m ains and gas pipes by 
electricity escaping from single circuit 
trolley lines through the motors into 
the rails and thence through the earth 
to iron pipes, has m ade some startling 
discoveries.

places w here an incandescent lam p 
could be lighted by simply attaching it 
to a fire hydrant. 
It w as also learned th a t in the mid­ 
dle of the Missouri river, half a mile 
aw’ay from the trolley line, there w as 
a slight voltage.

u» pieces, and the effects of the 
electricity were plainly visible.

thick iron pipe is exhibited. 
It has 
been so affected by electricity th a t it is 
possible to penetrate the metal w’ith 
the blade of a penknife, says the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Professor Blake is m aking tile inves­ 
tigation iii the interest of science, but 
the National Board of U nderw riters 
and tie* M etropolitan Street Railway 
com pany are aiding him, and will 
adopt any suggestion that is made. 
Nowhere iii the United States has the 
effect of electrolysis been so visible, 
says Professor Blake, as in K ansas 
City, and, while other cities have been 
troubled with it more or less, it has 
not before been regarded as a serious 
menace.

New York, July 17.—Another trollay 
strike is on iii Brooklyn. 
For some 
weeks past the employes of the several 
lines controlled by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transi t company have been complain­ 
ing that the management did not live 
up to the ten-hour law. 
The men de 
iuatid a revision of the time tables at 
the different barns aud also claim that 
they should be paid 20 cents an hour for 
overtime, which is equivalent to #2 a 
day. the price which they set for a work­ 
ing day of ten hours. 
A strike finally 
w* nt into effect. 
The Smith street, Franklin avenue 
and Hamilton ferry lines, which are 
controlled by the Coney Island Rail­ 
road company, having maintained the 
regular 
terms w ith their employes, 
were not impeded in the least, but on 
all other roads 
transportation 
was 
stopped for awhile aud a good deal of 
congestion occurred in consequence. 
About I,(HK) policemen from the pre­ 
cinct > iii Manhattan aud the Bronx 
districts had been conveyed to the dif­ 
ferent barns aud many were placed 
along the several routes comprising the 
territory covered by the Brooklyn Trac­ 
tion company. 
At first there were very few cars run 
over these lines, aud those that were 
sent out from the different, barns were 
policed by two, three aud four cou- 
stables. Un the Putnam avenue line 
oulv a few men refused to work, aud it 
was notable th at scarcely a half dozen 
of the carson this division were policed. 
The Flat busti aud Bergen Beach cars, 
the Nostraud avenue, Gates, Ralph and 
Myrtle avenue cars, as well as the Third 
avenue trolleys, had a meager service 
rn the early hours of the day, but traffic 
on the old Nassau lines, whicji com­ 
prise tile Fifth, Seventh, Fark and 
Vanderbilt avenues aud Douglass and 
Btc.er streets roads, was practically at 
a standstill. 
The men on the Nassau 
read were most determined and not one 
of tie motor men or conductors went to 
work. 
The cars remained idle for several 
hours, bur about one-teuth of the roll­ 
ing stork was got to working by inspec­ 
tors and linemen, aud, in fact, oilers 
and helpers were pressed into service so 
as to maintain a partial running of the 
system. Many of the old conductors 
aud motormen reported for duty on the 
(rat- s.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 17.—A new treaty 
between the United States and Japan 
went into effect today; also new treat­ 
ies between Japan and nearly all of the 
countries of Europe aud some of the 
South American republics. 
Mr. Juturo Kornura, the present Jap­ 
anese minister in Washington, was seen 
at the Japanese legation, and gave an 
interesting outline of the more import­ 
ant features of this arrangement. 
He 
said iii part: 
“ The 17th of July marks the turning 
point in the diplomatic history not only 
of Japan, but of the Oriental countries 
in general. 
It will be the first instance 
in which the western powers have rec­ 
ognized the full sovereignty of an Ori­ 
ental state. 
“ The countries with which Japan has 
made 
new 
treaties are the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Russia, Austria, Italy. Spain, Portugal, 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Sweeten 
aud Norway, Switzerland and Peru. 
All of these tJo into effect tomorrow 
(Monday) except those of France and 
Austria, which are deferred until Aug. 
4. 
W ith most of these countries Japan 
had treaty relations before, but they 
were crude and unsatisfactory. 
“ To understand the change it is ne­ 
cessary to look at the system under the 
old treaties. This was essentially based 
on two principles: First, that foreign 
residents in Japan shall enjoy the privi­ 
leges of extra-territoriality, that is, they 
should be amenable to the laws aud ju r­ 
isdiction ol the consul of their own 
country and not to Japanese jurisdic­ 
tion; anil, second, that foreign residents 
in Japan shall be confined to certain 
open ports, outside of which foreigners 
could not reside, own property or en­ 
gage in trade. 
The result was in effect 
about la or Hi systems of courts iii Ja ­ 
pan for the purjiose of trying foreigners 
who commit offenses iu Japan. 
Fur­ 
thermore, most of the powers claimed 
that Japanese laws were not binding 
upon foreigners. For instance, take our 
quarantine law. 
While it protected us 
against our own people, yet there was 
no protection in the case of uninfected 
foreign ship. The only exception to this 
refusal to recognize Japanese law was 
the United States, which recognized 
from the fir>t the binding force of the 
Japanese law. 
“ One of the bad effects of this sys­ 
tem was that foreign residents had en­ 
tire immunity from 
taxation. 
The 
Japanese paid all the taxes. 
All this 
has now disapi>eare<l and foreigners 
have tile same privileges as well as the 
same obligations as the Japanese citi­ 
zens, no more aud no less. 
“ Tho second essential thing is the 
opening of tin- entire interior of Japan 
to foreign residents and trade.”

tions, as the peers of men iu the indus­ 
tries. professions, arts aud sciences. In 
very many countries they possess the 
franchise to a greater or less extent. I 
earnestly hope that Victoria will live 
to see the women of all her colonies 
and of the United States fully enfran­ 
chised, clothed with all the rights, 
privileges anti immunities which men 
enjoy.”

Dr. Charles Sedgwick Minot of Bos­ 
ton, a leading professor in the Harvard 
Medical school, delivered the animal 
address to the Yale Medical school 
seniors the other afternoon, says the

York San.

subject was 
“ Knowledge and Practice.” 
In the 
course of his address be said 
“ We are brought to the conclusion 
that though the primary function of 
our medical schools is to educate prac­ 
titioners of medicine, yet they ought 
to assume new the further and higher 
function of training medical investiga­ 
tors. 
The requirements of comparative 
medicine call for more changes than 
we have yet mentioned. The very word 
comparative implies that animals shall 
be included in the tange of study. 
It 
means that not only shall provision be 
made for investigating the structure of 
animals and for physiological experi­ 
ments, but also for the observation and 
treatm ent of sick animals, or, in other 
words, there ought to be a veterinary 
hospital in intimate association with 
the school of human medicine. 
Such a 
hospital would increase the range of 
experience and contribute a broadening 
impulse to all medical work. 
It is, I 
believe, quite a new project to consoli­ 
date the interests of veterinary and 
human m edicine, but it is by the initia­ 
tive of P resid en t Eliot under actual 
con sid eration at Harvard and will, if 
carried out, be an epoch making ad­ 
vance. 
“ Since we are all agreed that pre­ 
vention is a rapidly increasing part of 
medical practice, and since many dis­ 
eases. like tuberculosis, typhoid fever 
or the bubonic plague, are spread by 
animals, it follows that we must look 
upon the study of diseases of animals 
as an integral and indispensable por­ 
tion of preventive medicine. A hospital 
is as necessary for the observation and 
treatment of sick ainmals as of sick 
men Most of us, I am sure, anticipate 
in the near future a magnificent de- j 
velopment of preventive medicine. One 
of the best means to promote the fill- j 
Ailment cf these anticipations is to j 
bring the veterinary hospital into close 
an.I intimate union with the medical

The other 
girls trying to earn money envy her 
and think she hat a “soft tiling.” it 
is apparently easy enough to be the 
ticket taker at a picture show. All 
there is to do, apparently, is to sit In 
a roomful of pictures, take people’s 
tickets as they come in and sell cata­ 
logues. 
“You would be surprised to see how 
much work it is,” said a girl who 
takes tickets at one of the big exhi­ 
bitions. ‘’You have to keep your eyes 
open all the time, for there are a large 
number of people who try to run past 
without tickets.

“ ‘I have already told you 
I 
had 
none,’ she said. 
“ ‘I’m afraid you will have to get 
one,’ said I. 
I was beginning to be 
afraid I should have to get a ‘bouncer’ 
to put her out, for I was determined 
she should not go in without paying. 
That is what I’m here for, and I am 
conscientious. Well, at last she flounc­ 
ed out to the ticket office, bought her 
ticket aud put it down on my desk, 
saying: 
** ‘W hat an imposition!’ 
‘‘That is one sort of the people I have 
to deal with. 
Then the other is the 
kind who wish to borrow a catalogue 
for a minute and keep it the whole aft­ 
ernoon.

“Then I have to send him for the 
number. 
“ ‘No. 221.’ 
“ ‘That is $500. 
** ‘Why?’ asks my old gentleman. 
“lf it’s early in the afternoon, I ex­ 
plain to him that I suppose the artist 
thinks it worth that; that he is well 
kuowu, or what not; later I say, *1 
don’t know.’

the price have the 
slightest idea of buying. Some will 
go through half an exhibition and in­ 
sist on knowing the prices of all. I 
get so tired of being polite aud affable 
to all these people that by the time I 
get out In the evening I am ready to 
insult my dearest friend for the sake 
of being rude to some one.

awful price!’

‘What 
makes them have such bad shows?’ 
they ask me. Young men come up 
and say, ‘Isn’t this awful trash?’ In an 
accusing sort of way, as though I 
had done It all myself. And one mau 
fairly shook his Ast in my face and 
demanded bls money back.

tip to the present tim e most of the 
gold has been found in the easily acces­ 
sible districts near the coasts, though 
tin* natives of the Interior of Luzon, <i 
region but little explored, traffic in the 
precious metal, which they evidently 
obtain 
from 
som e 
of 
the 
inland 
stream s. 
As yet placer deposits are 
the ch ief source of the metal, which 
has been worn by the rains from the 
m ountain ranges and borne down by 
rivulets ami creeks to their lower chan­ 
nels. 
In certain regions there Is not a 
stream , large or sm all, whose sands do 
not show the yellow trace of gold, 
w hile now and then natives of the in­ 
terior offer heavy nuggets for sale. 
The gold thus buried in the river sands 
and 
gravels 
undoubtedly 
had 
Its 
source in the mountain ranges, whose 
quartz veins aw alt tile hand and eye 
o f the cunning miner. 
They may be 
rich; they may be poor. 
Only scientific 
study aud exploration can tell. 
The principal gold yielding region of 
Luzon is the district of Mambulao. The 
m etal has been found also In Minda­ 
nao, Mindoro. Pa nay, Cebu and the 
sm aller Islands of Samar, Cn.tn.ndu- 
aues, Slbuyau, Bohol and Panaon. One 
of the larger Islands, Mindoro, gains its 
nam e from its gold deposits, it signify­ 
ing “m ins de ora” (gold mine). 
I he 
natives speak of places In its interior 
w hich are rich in gold. 
The sam e is 
the case with the interior of the large 
Island of Mindanao, where gold is so 
plentiful that 
the 
natives carry 
it 
about In bags for use in their ordinary 
buying and selling. 
Here are the Mi- 
sam is placers, the richest In the archl 
pelago, their yield to the native m iners 
tieing about loO ounces a month, 
quartz veins are said to be known In 
this island, and there Is one such vein 
In the small Island of Panaon, lying 
north of Mindanao. 
Rut hitherto gold 
has been mined principally In placer 
beds, and these not very rich as com ­ 
pared with those of California. 
Per 
Bonally I know little about these gold 
gravels, as I have seen only som e of 
their results. 
They are so widely dis 
tributed and are w’orked in so desulto 
ry a manner that their actual richness 
Is largely a m atter of guesswork. 
As 
regards tile mother veins, I have made 
no search for them , and I am quiti 
sure that the Spaniards have not troll 
bled them selves In this direction. They 
rest In virgin w ealth, waiting In their 
pristine stall* the com ing of the Auieri 
• can mining prospector. 
In tjutli. at present only the edges o 
the gold districts have, as a rule, been 
worked. 
The absence of roads ha 
proved an obstacle to the exploration 
o f the Interior insuperable to tile easy 
going Spaniard. 
The natives make 
their way through the dense forests, 
cutting a path as they go. hut these are 
tracks suited only to tile uaked feet of 
the savage forester. 
Mining out tits 
ami machinery require roads of a dif­ 
ferent kind. 
Bridges will need to be 
built, highways constructed and rail­ 
roads laid lief ore these Islands eau be 
properly exploited, and all this means 
tim e, capital, energy aud enterprise. 
Shall I say som ething now about 
how the native m ining Is clone? 
The 
Filipino uses tw o tools only—a wooden 
bow l and a washing board. 
These arc 
o f great antiquity aud form part of the 
household furniture of every dw elling 
In tile mining districts. 
In gold getting 
they are crude aud w asteful in the 
highest degree. All the float gobi is lost, 
and only rich deposits can be worked 
w ith any profit 
The process of am al­ 
gam ation. indispensable in American 
mining, Is quite unknown in the Philip­ 
pines. 
duly that the stream s are often 
rich in gold, such uiluiug as this would 
yield uo returns. 
But so abundant la 
the precious mg tai in some localities 
that after heavy rains grains of It may 
be picked up in village streets. 
I do not wish to convey the Idea that 
the na tis cs are quite tguoraut of the 
process of quartz mining. 
They do 
work some of tile richer veins lo a 
crude fashion, breaking the rocks with 
hammers 
or 
grinding 
them 
uudet 
heavy stone rollers, turned by buf­ 
faloes. 
The crushed 
rock 
Is 
then 
w ashed in their usual primitive man 
tier. 
They hick explosives, and Do 
blasting is done. 
They possess no 
quicksilver aud know nothing of the 
art of am algam ation. 
The idea of 
pum ping out the shafts has uot pene­ 
trated their minds, and the water is 
bailed out with sm all buckets made of 
palm leaf, aud holding about tw 6 gal­ 
lons. 
These are passed by Hues of 
workmen from hand to baud. 
This, 
the tim e honored method, is quite sat 
lsfactory to them, though It would lie 
intolerably tedious to a miner of Angio­ 
ma xou blood. 
Aud even this crude 
method of working is not pursued with 
system atic diligence. 
The Filipino has 


no fancy for steady moor, 
tie Works 
in Hie mines in the intervals of bls la 
bor in the fields, when lie happens to 
need a few dollars to gam ble away in 
the cockpit. 
As for laying up treasure 
for the future, the Idea is unknown to 
him.

The Argonaut is owned by the Subm a­ 
rine Boat com pany and will be used in 
the work of exam ining and recovering 
valuables from sunken vessels. 
She 
w as originally 2 0 feet long, but she was 
lengthened so as to be fib feet. 
She is 
fitted with three rollers, one on the 
starboard side. another on the port side 
and another beneath her screw . 
It is 
expected that with the aid of Hie roll­ 
ers the boat will be able to move on 
the oceau’s bottom. 
The boat w eighs 70 tons w ithout her 
machinery, has engines of OO horse­ 
power, a suction hose pump connecting 
with a floating tank to supply her with 
air while beneath the water, sleeping 
berths for eight persons, electric lights, 
a pumping apparatus for rem oving SOO 
gallons of bilge a m inute and a 4,000 
candle power searchlight. 
She Is run 
by electricity. 
There are five com part­ 
ments. 
In the bow Is a door to allow’ the 
diver to leave the boat w hile she Is 
submerged. 
By the use of hydraulic 
air pressure this door can be left open 
w hile the divers are going from one 
com partm ent to another, as the air 
pressure prevents the w ater from rush 
lng In. 
The boat in m aking a descent 
will not dive, but will go down with 
her keel parallel with the surface of 
the water, says the New York Tribune.

Captain Alfred Dreyfus of the Four­ 
teenth artillery, then attached to the 
general staff, was arrested in Paris on 
Oct 15, 18b4. The arrest was made on 
the order of General Mercier, minister 
of war, and Dreyfus was taken to the 
Chere be Midi military prison, where 
for 15 days he was kept in ignorance 
of the charge against him. Meanwhile 
the arrest 
had been made 
known 
through the anti-Semitic papers, and 
through them the public was convinced 
that Dreyfus was a traitor to France 
before he knew’ of what he was ac­ 
cused. 
The fact that Dreyfus was a 
Jew added bitterness to the popular 
feeling. 
General Mercier announced 
that there was overwhelming evidence 
that for three years tile accused had 
been in communication with tile agents 
of a foreign power, says tile New York 
Sun. 
Spies of the French secret Intelli­ 
gence department had been at work in 
the German embassy in Paris, and In 
September, 1804. discovered the now 
famous bordereau on which the convic­ 
tion of Dreyfus was apparently based. 
Count Munster was then the German 
embassador aud 
Lieutenant Colonel 
von Scbwarzkoppen was the military 
attache. The bordereau was found In 
fragments in Schwarzkoppen’s waste 
basket. General Mercier turned it over 
to Major du Paty de Clam, who pieced 
it together aud affirmed that the hand­ 
writing resembled that of Dreyfus. The 
following is a reported translation of 
the document: 
“In the absence of any news indicat­ 
ing your desire to see me, I neverthe­ 
less send you, sir, certain Information 
of interest. 
“I. A note on the hydraulic brake of 
120 (method of operating this piece). 
J. A note on the troupes de couver- 
ture [outpost troops!. 
(A few modifi­ 
cations will be made by tile new plan.) 
“3. A note on modifications in artil­ 
lery formation.

Shortly after came the confession of 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry, who was 
then head of the secret intelligence de­ 
partment, that he had forged the let­ 
ter. 
His suicide soon followed.

cause of this exjKisure M. Cavaignac 
resigned, as did General de Boisdeffre, 
chief of the general staff. 
Mine. Dreyfus at once demanded a 
revision of the case, and the govern­ 
ment referred it to the criminal brand] 
of the court of cassation. Later it was 
transferred to the whole court, whose 
verdict lias recently been rendered. 
The evidence was taken in secret, lait 
it lins been fully published by The 
Figaro, aud this publication has con­ 
vinced all but the most rabid anti- 
Semites of tin* Innocence of Dreyfus, 
But for the fact that Mine. Dreyfus* j 
appeal asked only for revision It is be­ 
lieved tile court might have passed on 
the merits of the case and declared 
Dreyfus Innocent without the neces­ 
sity of a new court martial. The latest 
development in the case preceding tile 
verdict of the court was the arrest the 
other day of Du Paty de Clam, who is 
now In the Cherche Midi prison, where 
he sent Dreyfus. 
The charge against 
him is understood to be the forgery of 
documents for use against Dreyfus. 
The arrest of other general staff offi­ 
cers in the conspiracy is expected. 
Captain Dreyfus is of an Alsatian 
family. 
Ile went to Paris In 1874 ami 
stud Jell at the Chaptal college and aft­ 
erward at Saute Barbe. 
Ile was ad­ 
mitted to the Ecole Polytechnique in 
1878 and on graduation became a sub­ 
lieutenant. He then took up his special 
career as an artillerist at the Ecole 
d’Application. 
He was appointed sec­ 
ond lieutenant in the Thirty-first artil­ 
lery in 1882 and lu 188b was made cap­ 
tain. 
In UBS he was attached to the

prime essentials of tile advance ol an 
army from its base is tile maintenance 
of telegraphic and telephone com rn ti ni 
cation 
Except in a very densely wood­ 
ed or very hilly country the advance of 
an army creates a road over which an 
tomobiles loaded with telegraph and 
telephone materia] could keep pace with 
the moving columns and establish in­ 
stant c urumunication with the base. It 
is also considered feasible that the sig­ 
nal corps could keep its automobiles 
well up with the skirmish line, and 
especially if the automobiles were equip­ 
ped with light, rapid fire gnus. 
When light artillery, such as moun­ 
tain I pounders, are carried to the front 
on horseback, the pieces must be mount­ 
ed hastily before going into action 
Each automobile with a rapid fire gun 
could be put into action on the instant 
the skirmish line was attacked.

would have to take its chances like any 
other battery against the enemy’s auto­ 
mobile batteries 
The signal corps intends to test tin* 
automobile, carrying weight, over such 
roads as run from Washington 
Fort 
Myei*. \ a. These roads present all man 
Der of grades, and will furnish tests for 
the capabilities of the automobile on th* 
level and on high grades which are not 
considered impracticable, 
if the tests 
are in favor of the machine, its use will 
be extended to Cuba, Porto Rico and to 
the scene of actual hostilities in the 
Philippines. 
It is pointed out that, although there 
are not many good roads at present in 
the Philippines, the army must begin 
soon to establish such communication 
between the various garrisons and posts 
in the conquered territory. Signal coriin 
men say that in case any garrison were 
suddenly attacked re-enforcements in 
men and light artillery could reach such 
posts within the shortest time by the

Philadelphia Press. 
The 
development of 
consumptive 
sanitariums in Europe is another mat­ 
ter that has attracted much interest 
among the profession on this side of 
the Atlantic. 
It is now assumed that 
the disease in its earlier stages can be 
checked. 
Even in advanced stages the 
disease can be so checked that an in­ 
dividual may with care and a good 
climate live out his allotted span with 
only a fraction of the lung area pos­ 
sessed by a normal subject. 
Preparations are now being made for 
the establishment of a consumptive 
ranch in the high and dry region of the 
southwest for the benefit of tile mer­ 
chant marine. There is a large per cent 
of consumptives in this service, though 
there is but little trouble with it in the 
navy, the physical examination th^re 
weeding out practically all the sus­ 
picious cases before they enter the serv­ 
ice. 
The chief objection to the loca­ 
tion as now planned for the marine 
sanitarium is the long distance inland, 
making the transportation of invalids 
difficult and expensive.
